and the upper story for a dancing hall, 
and art gallery. -The cause of the ac- 
cident is supposed to have been the 
pressure of the floor of the dancing hall 
and art gallery upon the wall which 
supported it. Both these rooms were 
filled with people at an early hour this 
evening. Suddenly it was noticed that 
the floor of the art gallery was crack- 
ing, and Albert McKay, manager of the 
fair, was summoned to the place. He 
mounted the stairs leading to the art 
gallery, and noticed that the room was 
filled with ladies and gentlemen. De- 
tective Filly, who had been employed to 
watch valuable pictures in the room, 
informed him that the walls were crack- 
ing in some places, and there was dan 
ger of the floor giving way.
